On'the "Rowan and Martin Show" they did a sketch 
with "Lemons Never Forget" playing as they performed, The boys 
were taken on location to a nearby wood, togged up in white shirts 
and jeans and berets, given all the usual artists! equipment and 
were told "Paint"! And paint they did! Things started off quite 
well’until Maurice decided Robin's painting was better than his and 
added a few blobs where they weren't needed! Colin in Robin's 
defence, retaliated.

What must surely rate as one'of the biggest events so far in 
the boys' career was the Anaheim Convention at Los Angeles. The 
Stadium held 8,000 and both shows were complete sell-outs. The 
usually cool Los Angeles audience gave them a great ovation, stamping 
and cheering and waving banners like mad! Amongst the audience 
were the Mamas and Papas, Davy Jones, Peter Tork, Micky Dolenz, 
Jimi Hendrix, The Smotners Brothers and various other celebrities 
- including Jonathan King, who flew over: especially for the performance 
and hasn't stopped raving about them since. To celebrate their 
success at the Convetion, Lee Hazelwood gave a party in the boys! 
honour at his Beverley Hills home, He engaged a girl band to play 
but, Barry stole the limelight in the end by serenading all the 
females present and sending them into raptures! 


Although the boys were very busy they managed to find time to 
enjoy themselves. Vince went to Palm Springs and generally lazed 
around; Colin's favourite haunt was drag racing; and Barry and Rco:n 
practically bought out the Mexican Centre. Maurice, after due 
consideration, decided he wasn't too young for a trip to Disneyland 


- and off he went! 
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On the day before thcy wwo due to go, they werc taken to Columbia 
Studios, where they watched a fight scene in action for 'Bonanza', 
Eyeing Hoss Cartwright rather warily, Barry remarked that if he ever 
had a fight scene, he hoped that his opponent wouldn't be Hoss, but 
preferably Charlie Drake!!!! After a meal and a chat with the 
Bonanza cast the Bee Gees were shown around the Props Department, 
where Maurice .dsicovered the mask used in the film , "Curse of the 
Mummy". After much persuasion, Maurice managed to buy the mask 
(which isn't the prettiest sight in the world!) and walked off, 
feeling extremely pleased, and clutching his new rarity - as he put 
it - tightly under his arm! After that, Vince, Colin, Barry, Robin 
and Maurice were shown the rushes of a new Terence Stamp film entitled 
"Blue" and came out quite overawed. 


That evening, the whole party (including Dick, the road manager) 
went :over'to Byrry's bungalow and decided, just for a laugh, to hold 
a seance, ‘Maurice and Colin left after a little while, rother bored 
with the whole proceedings and thought it would be amusing to pull 
a joke on the others, who were by that time, completely engrossed 
in their seance. They crept back to Maurice's bungalow nnd collected 
his mummy mask, which Maurice put on.

This will bring us to May, when, we hope the boys will be 
able to start ^n their first feature film, "Lord Kitchener's Little 
Drummer Boys". Colin assures me that it's not going to be just 
another pop film’; and all of them are looking forward to their 
first acting venture as,a group. 


For those who haven't yet read the music papers, here's.a 
rough idea of what the film is about:- 


Five young musicians (guess who?) get press-ganged on to the front 


line of the Boer War. Never having had fighting experience before, 
you can imagine some of the scrapes they get into! Unfortunately 
the completion of the film will have to be left until September, 
because in June, The Bee Gees begin a 25 city-tour of the States.

They'1l be the 
first group to appear complete with an orchestra, I've been trying 
to think of a way to sneak over there for that particular show and 
it was suggested by Dick Ashby, road manager with a wit!?! that I 
should stow away in a double bass case.
